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1. Claims 1-14 are pending. Claims 1, 4, and 7-13 are independent. 


2. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as failing to set forth 
the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. 

Claims 1 and 3 were rejected in the previous Office action, and the rejection stands. The 
claims are considered incomplete because the claimed invention does not include all steps or 
functions or feature which are necessary to reduce Moire patterns according to the specification. 

The examiner thanks Applicant for pointing out the section of the specification which 
shows support for the claimed invention. However, in the statement Applicant is referring to 
(page 10, first paragraph, "The above series of numbers is merely intended as an example. 

The particular numbers used is a matter of choice for each particular application.") the series 

of number are still numbers that make up a pseudo random pattern. Although the particular 
numbers used is a matter of choice for each particular application, the numbers^still have to be 
chosen in such a way that they belong to a pseudo random pattern, not just any pattern. This is 
the only way to reduce Moire patterns. Therefore, the rejection stands. 

3. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 
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4. Claims 4-14 are allowed. A terminal disclaimer has been filed on Nov. 5, 2002.
